well remember hearing the story 
(Sag Harbor’s Bad Boy, Aug. 1976) 
of George Sterling from people 
who were his contemporaries. 
When the villagers saw the skull 
and crossbones atop the steeple 
of which they were so proud, they 
were not amused. They were out- 
raged! 

A steeplejack had to be called 
from New York to remove it. 
Sterling found it discreet to leave 
town and did not return for many 
years.
